and as he said when there was a 35 
per cent. duty that was not suffic‘«nt, 
a duty higher than 35 p2r cent would 
be needed, which might be ifty, it 
might be one hundred, But, in tiny 
case, the opposition is committed to a 
duty high enough to keep out Ameri- 
can machinery and all other foreign 
machinery and goods of every kind and 
description, the like of which is pro- 
duced in Canada.” The Government 
tariff policy was continued in the tar- 
iff whics: was strictly in accordance 
with the terms of the Liberal platform 
o* 1893. The country had prospered 
under it, and he saw no reason, nor did 
he believe that the country saw any
